A $465 million mediated set- 
tlement to restore and protect 
Florida’s Everglades ecosystem 
was announced in Washington 
Tuesday by Secretary of the 
Interior Bruce Babbitt. 

The agreement calls for the 
sugar industry to pay as much 
as $322 million, the amount 
estimated needed to fund the 
cleanup of runoff from agricul- 
tural lands in the Everglades 
Agricultural Area. It also pro- 
vides incentives for sharp 
reductions in phosphorus, 
increases by 25 percent water 
flow to the Everglades, and 
establishes funding mecha- 
nisms necessary for the project. 

Under the agreement, the 
sugar industry will fund the 
cleanup by making a sliding 
scale of payments, ranging from 
$11.6 million to $18.5 million 
over the 20-year term of the 
agreement. Best Management 
PracticéSalready in place as 
required by the South Florida 
Water Management District, 
will reduce phosphorus in 
runoff by 25 percent within two 
years. 

The South Florida Water 
Management District will pay 
$240, state government $77 
million, and the federal govern- 
ment, $54 million.

rus in runoff by as much as 45 
percent in the 12th year of the 
agreement. In addition, the 
Interior Department will seek 
funds from the federal govern- 
ment, which would be spent on 
construction by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

Representatives from the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
ment District joined federal and 
state officials at the announce- 
ment ceremony. A “Statement 
of Principles” signed by all par- 
ties Tuesday, charts a course to 
break the logjam of litigation. 

“We can now proceed — 
unencumbered by litigation — 
on the critical mission of pre- 
serving the Everglades," said 
Tilford C. Creel, executive 
director of the District. 

"This important event marks 
the end of five fears of protract- 
ed litigation that has cost tax- 
payers millions of dollars. With- 
out this settlement, the cost to 
defend additional legal chal- 
lenges would have gone even 
higher. 

“Now the taxpayers’ dollars 


-will be directed toward protect- 


ing the resource." 

The District had approved a 
Surface Water Improvement 
and Management (SWIM) Plan 
in March of 1992 to restore and 
protect the Everglades, but that 
plan was stopped short of

implementation when agricul- 
tural interests filed lawsuits 
challenging the Plan. An 
administrative hearing on the 
challenges was to begin Novem- 
ber 15. 

In addition to funding a por- 
tion.of the mediated settlement, 
а new technical plan was earli- 
er agreed upon which expands 
the District’s SWIM Plan by 
providing for: increased 
hydroperiod and sheetflow to 
the Water Conservation Areas; 
increased protection for the 
threatened St. Lucie, Caloosa- 
hatchee and Lake Worth estu- 
aries by sending water south to 
the Everglades instead of into 
the estuaries; a cleaner Lake 
Okeechobee by redirecting to 
the south stormwater that is 
currently being discharged into 
the lake; and providing for 
greater flood protection for 
urbanizing areas of western 
Palm Beach County. 

It is in this area of broadened 
Everglades restoration that the 
District Governing Board will 
be.considering an increase in 
ad valorem taxes that will 
amount to approximately $10 
per year to the average home- 
owner. The Board is expected to 
tentatively adopt a proposed 
1/10th of one mill increase at

Forget the sirens and flash- 
ing lights. The next time you're 
stopped by a cop in Belle Glade 
he might just drop the kick- 
stand on his bicycle before writ- 
ing you a ticket. 

The Belle Glade Department, 
in an effort to increase their 
visibility in town, have taken to 
the streets on bicycles and on 
foot. 

Police Chief Michael Miller 
said they have been doing the 
foot and bike patrols for a few 
weeks, and so far, have gotten a 
good response. 

"We've had very positive feed- 
back from the citizens," he said. 
"We hope to expand these pro- 
grams so we can be more ассев- 
sible to the public.and more 
responsive to the needs of the 
citizens.” 

Three officers, Sgt. Michael 
Johnson and patrolmen Kevin 
Fisher and Timonthy Walker 
have been assigned to bike 
patrol throughout the city. 

‘Two other officers handle foot 
patrol on a rotating basis in the 
high crime areas of Southwest 
5th and 6th Streets and Martin 
Luther King Blvd. from 4th to 
8th Street, said Chief Miller.

"We're trying to get young 
people out of the bars and peo- 
ple drinking in public off the 
streets," he said. 

"We want to let people know 
these officers are out there to 
move the crime element to oth- 
er areas. We want to make 
Belle Glade as gafe as possible," 
he added. 

One benefit Chief Miller said 
he has already seen from the 
program is a reduction in the 
the number of calls for service. 

"We're getting fewer nuisance 
calls about noise levels. It 
seems to have created a peace- 
ful atmosphere," he said. 

Residential areas have been 
having more burglaries than 
normal for this time of year, 
Chief Miller said and he hopes 
the bike patrols will deter this 
type of crime. 

Pahokee Police Department 
has been using bicycle and 
walking patrols for about two 
years. The bicycles cost several 
hundred dollars and have spe- 
cial equipment. 

Chief Miller said no extra 
funds were spent to start up 
the Belle Glade bike patrol. 

"We used bikes from. the 
impound," he said.

its July 15 meeting at District. 
headquarters. 

Valerie Boyd, Chairman of the 
District Governing Board, who 
attended “ Tuesday's ceremony 
in Washington, said, "As resi- 
dents of south Florida, we have 
benefited from the water sup- 
ply and flood protection that 
our system of canals and levees 
has provided often at the 
expense of the environment. It 
is important for south Florida 
taxpayers to realize that the 
agricultural industry has 
agreed to pay its fair share of 
the cleanup of the Everglades 
— now the public must pay its 
fair share in restoring this 
unique ecosystem back to 
health." 

U.S. Sugar president J. Nelson 
Fairbanks said the agreement 
would save south Florida's 
40,000 farms-related jobs. 

The new agreement will cost 
farmers more than they wanted 
to pay, said Mr. Fairbanks, “In 
February, we proposed that for 
every pound of phosphorus 
coming on our farms from the 
atmosphere, irrigation, ans 
seepage, we farmers would 
allow only one pound to leave 
— that is, whatever phospho- 
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rus farmers added, farmers 
would remove or pay to have it 
removed; 'the pound on, pound 
off” standard." 

He noted the standard in Tues- 
day's agreement is much 
stricter. “For every pound of 
phosphorus that comes on our 
land, in effect, only one-eighth 
of a pound will leave. We will 
remove or pay for the filter 
marshes to remove seven- 
eighths of each pound given to 
us by nature alone. 

“But, strict as it is, the agree- 
ment will, 1 believe, permit 
small and large farmers and 
growers of vegetables and sug- 
ar to survive.” 

А system of restoration credits 
will reduce cleaning costs for 
some farmers who clean their 
water themselves. 

Mr. Fairbanks said the bill will 
resolve all of the region's water 
quality issues. "To help make 
that promise a reality, the 
agreement calls for replumbing 
the carial system leading to the 
Everglades. South Florida will 
stop sending fresh water to sea 
that it needs for farms, urban 
areas, and the Everglades. 
“Finally, I support this agree- 
ment because it gives us the 
chance to preserve our commu- 
nities; to raise our families; and 
to do our work of producing 
high-quality food for America.”

"Jobs vs Environment" | 
misses the point

As they focus on how to speed 
up economic growth, President. 
Clinton and his economic brain 
trust are considering many 
options. One reality they must 
accept, however, is that further 
tightening of environmental 
regulations does not create 
more jobs, nor increase compet- 
itiveness, nor even improve 
health in a significant way. The 
opposite is more nearly the case 
— аз borne out by economic 
reasoning and by scientific 
facts. Not coincidentally, envi- 
ronmental issues were muted 
during the campaign and have 
‘been since the election. 
Bill Clinton surely understands 
that the electorate has not giv- 
en him a mandate for environ- 
mental extremism: Its goal of 
zero risk is not only unrealistic, 
but unattainable and infinitely 


| costly. In this connection, it is 


encouraging to note that the 
new EPA administrator Carol 


| Browner has begun to question 


the zero-risk-based standard 
set by the 1958 Delandy 
amendment. We can spend 
much of the monies involved — 
currently three percent of 
America's Gross National Prod- 
uct, and rising rapidly — more 
effectively in the private sector, 
and thereby improve human 
well-being. 

Much campaign argument had 
been devoted to whether tight- 
ened enyironmental regulations 
create more jobs. Wrong issue! 
The real questions are — or 
should be: Do we need more 
stringent environmental con- 
trols for better human health 
and ecological values? Are the 
additional benefits worth the 
additional cost? How clean is 
clean? The answers to these 
questions are not easy to come 
by and require solid scientific 
data and understanding. They 
cannot — and should not — be 
settled by emotional appeals 
and activist rhetoric: Society 
can по longer afford to waste 
resources on a large scale. 
Existing regulations already 
put a huge burden on the U.S. 
economy, more than $600 bil- 
lion per year, according to 
detailed studies by economist 
Thomas Hopkins of the 
Rochester Institute of Technolo- 
gy. Former chief White House 
economic advisor Professor 
Murray Weidenbaum of Wash- 
ington University calculates 
that about a quarter of this 
sum relates specifically to the 
environment. These astronomi- 
cal costs do not show up in the 
federal budget or in income tax- 
es, but are a direct expense on 
business —which of course 
must pass it along to the con- 
sumer in the form of higher 
prices for everything he buys: 


food, housing, transportation, 
and all other goods. The aver- 
age annual “environmental tax” 
on every American household 
now exceeds $1,500, and is 
growing rapidly. 

Initially, regulation did prove to 
be cost-effective. Removing the 
first large increment of pollu- 
tants from water and air proba- 
bly produced more benefits 
than it cost. In the last twenty 
years, there have indeed been 
tremendous improvements in 
the quality of air, and of 
streams and lakes. But remov- 
ing the last few percent of pol- 
lution is enormously expensive 
and often not even within the 
reach of technology. More 
important, it does not produce 
commensurate benefits and 
therefore wastes resources and 
money. Economic theory as well 
as everyday experience show 
only diminishing returns from 
increasing degrees of pollution 
control. 

Certainly, spending over $150 
billion for environmental regu- 
lation does create jobs: more 
and more people are needed to 
interpret the regulations, fill 
out permit forms, review the 
forms and approve permits, file 
reports and environmental 
impact statements, monitor 
emissions, inspect facilities, 
issue summonses, and litigate. 
in fact, one of the fastest-grow- 
ing professions is environmen- 
tal law. Not surprising, when 
we recognize that more than 70 
percent of the billions spént on 
the Superfund clésfiuj' have 
gone to lawyering. 

But while creating paper-push- 
er jobs, these regulations 
destroy even more jobs, and 
productive jobs at that. Facto- 
ries and shops and mines, par- 
ticularly small ones, close down 
because they cannot afford to 
comply with complicated regu- 
lations; the administrative 
costs alone can kill a business. 
Just try to fill out IRS forms 
without the help of accoun- 
tants. 

The burden of governmental 
and particularly environmental 
regulation is hard on small 
businesses. As their costs rise 
and they try to pass them 
along, competition from giant 
firms forces them to close down. 


Miners, factory workers, and: 


other productive employees lose 
their jobs. 

Large firms, of course, can 
adjust more easily to the regu- 
latory environment. And they 
would dearly love a regime that 
actually reduces competition 
from smaller and often more 
innovative companies: It pro- 
tects their established position 
and keeps out new products

that have not,been *approved." - 


and keeps out new products 
that have not been "approved." 
But the additional burden of 
such lowered competition is 
again borne by the consumer 
who miust pay higher prices. 

Local governments arg also 
feeling the heat of ever-growing 
federal regulation. Last 
September Ohio's major cities 
released a cost report on envi- 
ronmental compliance: more 
than $3 billion for the next 
decade. Columbus, for example, 
spent 10.6 percent.of its 1991 
budget on compliance and 
expects this figure to rise to 23 
percent by the year 2000. The 
report identified 14 specific 
environmental areas covered by 
legislation and subject to regu- 
lation. It also noted that during 
the past four years alone EPA 
worked. on 1,219 regulations of 
which 665 were new — pro- 
posed rules that required study 
and comments. Leaders in oth- 
er states are also lodging com- 
plaints — for example,.the 
Southern Municipal Conference 
meeting in Atlanta, represent- 
ing foürteen states. There is 
something surprisingly naive 
about the belief that govern- 
ment spending can create more 
jobs. As humorist Dave Barry 
puts if: "See, when government 
spends money, it creates jobs; 
whereas when money is left in 
the hands of taxpayers, God 
only knows what they do with 
it. Bake it into pies, probably. 
Anything to avoid creating 


1 jobs.” 


The purpose of: environmental 
régulation is not — and should 
not be — to "create jobs." Its 
announced purpose is to 
improve human health and pro- 
tect ecological values. But once 
past the initial level, further 
clean-up yields little in the way 
of health benefits. Households 
could take the $1,500 and 
spend it better on food and 
shelter and proper medical 
care. It is well-recognized that 
“wealthier makes healthier.” 

If human health and a better 
standard of living are the major 
societal objectives, then we 
want productive economic 
growth, not unproductive 
make-work jobs based on exces- 
sive regulation, To echo the 
principal recommendation of 
the Ohio municipalities: “Епуі- 
ronmental legislation and 
resulting regulations shouldbe 
formulated on a well-founded, 
peer-reviewed scientific basis.”
